Cotoi Sold To Secure 
Good Seats In Heaven 

‘‘A religious leader who was 'selling 
seats in heaven’ was arrested by the po- 
lice in Kiszyniew, Bessarabia. When dis- 
covered he had already sold 200 places, 
with those 'near God’ costing double the 
normal price. Those near the Archangel 
Gabriel were a little less. Ordinary seats 
cost about $10 apiece. The man had a 
‘map of heaven,’ with allotments por- 
tioned out and numbers on them. To 
enter this empyrean subdivision, many 
peasants, mostly women, sold their last 
cows to obtain favorable sites."

For these Bessarabians, as for the peo- 
ple of many another country, the United 
States may well be the land of plenty. 
Suppose one of these women who sold 
their cows for seats in heaven was to be 
given a place on the United States ad- 
mission quota. And suppose she was to 
go to Odessa and there, instead of apply- 
ing at a steamship office for a passage, 
she should buy a fraudulent first class 
ticket for $1 from an impostor. Who 
would contend that the steamship com- 
pany was obligated to carry her first class 
to New York because she had blindly 
and ignorantly bought a worthless ticket 
from an unauthorized agent? No one 
who was sensible. 

Yet many apparently sane people will 
argue that because these Bessarabians 
were apparently sincere in buying seats 
in heaven that they will surely be ad- 
mitted. And such maintain that the man 
or woman who sincerely believes in this 
church or that creed or the other phil- 
osophy will come out all right in the end. 
They assert that ''we are all on our way 
to the same place by different routes." 

The Lord Jesus Christ said unmistak- 
ably that there is only one route. ''I am 
the Way, the Truth and the Life," He 
declared: "no man cometh unto the 
Father, but by Me." 

That is plain language that it is diffi- 
cult to misinterpret. The Lord Jesus 
Christ purchased passage to heaven, God 


the Father's house, for guilty sinners at 
infinite cost. Co-equj.1 vvith the Father, 
He left heaven's glory, came to this sin- 
ful earth to a life of poverty, to a death 
of torture and shame on Calvary's cross, 
that dying He might pay the full penalty 
for the sinners’ sins, and so cleanse us 
from our sins and make us fit for the 
presence of God. "For ye know," says 2 
Corinthians 3 :9, "the grace of our iLord 
Jesus Christ, that, though He was rich, 
yet for your sakes He became poor, that 
ye through His poverty might be rich." 

Some say that if He bore all the sins 
of sinners then all are saved, all will go 
to heaven. Suppose the Bessarabian 
woman had a wealthy son in America 
and he had booked a first class passage 
for his mother, writing her that she had 
but to apply in his name at the steam- 
ship office in Odessa, identifying herself 
as his mother, and she would receive her 
ticket. And suppose instead she would 
insist on paying her own way, refusing 
to identify herself and presenting the 
worthless $1 ticket she had bought from 
the fraudulent agent. Would they carry 
her? They would not. 

She has as little chance of getting into 
heaven on the seat purchase she made 
from the Kiszyniew religious leader 
whom the police have arrested. And 
others who have been deceived by re- 
ligious leaders, philosophers or their own 
vain thoughts will fare no better. But 
none will be refused who, owning him- 
self a guilty sinner, applies for admission 
solely on the merit of the work finished 
on Calvary’s cross by the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

"Neither is there salvation in any 
other: for there is none other name un- 
der heaven given among men, whereby 
we must be saved." (Acts 4:12). 


For 1937 the well-dressed man will 
need nineteen outfits, says the Merchant 
Tailors Designers’ Association, as report- 
ed by Literary Digest. These include six 


business suits, divided among blue, gray 
and brown — two double-breasted, four 
single-breasted; one sports suit; informal 
walking suit; cutaway, host jacket, din- 
ner and full dress suits; three topcoats, 
one overcoat; one Guard’s coat, riding 
and yachting suits. 

This fashion edict makes no mention 
of clothes especially designed to wear to 
a wedding, but the Lord Jesus Christ, 
who walked this earth clad in the sim- 
plest and plainest of clothing, made it 
evident that correct wedding garments 
are of supreme importance. 

He told a parable about a king who 
made a marriage feast for his son, send- 
ing out his servants to notify those who 
were invited that all things were ready 
and to come. First they refused to come. 
When the servants went to them a sec- 
ond time, some made light of the invita- 
tion, and went about their business as if 
none had been given, while others mis- 
treated and killed the servants. The king 
sent out his armies and destroyed the 
murderers and burned their city. 

"Then said he to his servants, the 
wedding is ready, but they which were 
bidden were not worthy. Go ye there- 
fore into the highways and as many as 
ye shall find, bid to come to the marri- 
age. So those servants went out into the 
highways, and gathered together all as 
many as they found, both bad and good : 
and the wedding was furnished with 
guests. 

"And when the king came in to see 
the guests, he saw there a man which 
had not on a wedding garment: and he 
saith unto him : Friend, how earnest thou 
in hither not having a wedding gar- 
ment? And he was speechless. 

"Then said the king to the servants. 
Bind him hand and foot, and take him 
away, and cast him into outer darkness; 
there shall be weeping and gnashing of 
teeth. For many are called, but few are 
chosen." 

Many have been called to the marri- 
age feast which God the Father has pre- 
pared for His Son, the Lord Jesus Christ, 
when He shall take His bride, the 
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church. God’s servants are out calling 
guests from every walk of life, from 
every race and nation, both good and 
bad; all are welcome, but He is most par- 
ticular as to the clothes that are worn at 
the great supper. Every guest must wear 
a wedding garment furnished by the 
Host, Himself. That garment is the per- 
fect righteousness of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. He died on Calvary's cross as 
the sinless Bearer of sin, the Just for the 
unjust. "For He (God) hath made Him 
(the Lord Jesus Christ), Who knew no 
sin, to be sin for us; that we might be 
made the righteousness of God in Him." 

The Lord Jesus did not say whether 
the man who had on no wedding gar- 
ments was one of the bad ones or one of 
the good ones. The good ones — ^the 
moral people, the church-going folk, the 
people who assert their belief in the 
golden rule — ^are apt to think their 
clothes are plenty good enough, unless 
they get a look in God’s mirror, the 
Bible, and with Isaiah see that "all our 
righteousnesses are as filthy rags." The 
bad ones are quicker to realize that their 
sin-stained garments are utterly unfit for 
such a place or occasion. 

But bad as well as good are in danger 
of accepting some other garments than 
those of the Lord Jesus Christ’s righte- 
ousness, for spurious as well as real serv- 
ants of God are issuing invitations, and 
sometimes those who are bidden are not 
sufficiently attentive to the invitation. 
They may decide to turn over a new leaf 
instead of putting on a new garment, 
they may think a religious feeling fits 
them for the feast, or that walking down 
the aisle or holding up their hands for 
prayer settles the matter. It is excellent 
to publicly acknowledge oneself as a 
guilty sinner, needing a Saviour, but 
there must also be an acceptance of that 
Saviour. 

The moment one takes Him as Sav- 
iour, that moment he is stripped of all 
his filthy rags, washed clean in the pre- 
cious, shed blood of the Lord Jesus and 
clothed forever in His perfect righteous- 
ness.
